Father of British Navy 


is Dead 


LONDON, Jan. 18.—Hon. Sir Henry 


Keppel, G. C. R, admiral of thu lleet 
IK dead, lie was called^the father of 
the British navy. 


Admiral Keppul was born in 1809 and 


retired from active service In 1870, bul 
only formally retired in 18i»y. after 78 
years' service, in the course of which 
he won distinction in ;(JhIna»in 1841-i!, 
and in the Baltic and at Sebustopol in 
the Crimean war.

expedition to Khartoum. The admiral 
was a great favorite of the king and 
(jU<:en. and was a well-known y.i'-hting 
figure at Cowes.

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The Immense War Engine Controlled by the Czar 


HE outcome of & war 


between Russia und 
Japan has long been 
a matter of interest 
to students of the sit- 
uation in the far east. 
Thai such a struggle 
would come nooner or 
later 1ms been pre- 


dicted for many years. On its result 
would depend not only the future o£ the 
countries immediately 
involved, but 


also that of China and most of. Asia 
contiguous thereto. 
By the peculiar 


terms of the alliance between Russia 
and France and the similar provisions 
in the agreement of Japan with Great 
Britain the probable involving1 of these 
two nations in the struggle! has also 
been discussed. Such a contest there- 
for* is not the simple mutter that would 
at first appear, as UK outcome would 
almost certainty affect the destinies of 
the ehiei' nations botli of Asia and Eu- 
rope. 


In a dlBCLisnion of the possible result 


of such a. contest a consideration of 
the natiunal character of ihe two peo- 
ples mo:;t immediately concerned is in- 
teresting. On the one hand, the Japa- 
nese are progressive, frank nnd open, 
partaking more of the •charu.cteriytlcB 
oS a western nation than of the very 
extreme of the orient which geograph- 
ically they occupy. 


Sot over against this lack of conceal- 


ment on the part of the Jap is the air 
of fip.crecy that surrounds nil things 
In the empire of the czar. 


Russia is the mystery of Europe, the 


unknown quantity in the world equa- 
tion. Peculiar in her language, gov- 
ernment, her religion, her 
literature, 


even in the very structure of her so- 
ciety, sli-j elands apart from the rest of 
the world, not of it, and yet to a great 
extent controlling its destinies. 
Un- 


conquorcd in a physical way. the spirit 
of her institutions is uneotnpreheiule.d. 
Her diplomats are trained in the art 
of concealing her hand even more than 
are most diplomats. It is her apparent 
policy never to announce any part of 
her programme until it is acco.mpllsh- 
ed. She is thus a constant enigma to 
the remainder of the European powers. 
This veil of mysicry extends over her 
military affairs. AB a result her army, 
while the largest in Ihe world, is the 
least known. Because of the «py sys- 
tem extending to every part of her im- 
mense empire and the close .scrutiny of 
the acts oC all foreigners it has been 
difficult for outsiders to learn aught of 
Iier military establishment 
excepting 


tilings of the most general and super- 
ficial character. 


Russia has the greatest army on 


earth. It consists of over 1,000,000 men 
In times of peace, which may easily bn 
increased to 4.000,000 in the event of 
war. The magnitude of the czar's mili- 
tary establishment may be realized if 
one considers the fact that the Russian 
army even on a peace footing contains 
more officers alone than the American 
army has of both officers and men. 


It Is un anomalous condition that this 


Immense engine of war is the force 
that actually maintains the peace of 
Europe. It is" the uncertainty in regard 
to thft possible attitude of Russia that 
holds in check other nations. 
Czar 


Nicholas, whatever may be said as to 
the genuineness of his peao.o protesta- 
tions, thus is unquestionably the In- 
strument, through which peace Is main- 
tained. 


On a peace footing, as at present con- 


stituted, tho nrmlcfl of the o^ar nre 
made up of about 62 per cent Infantry, 
lli per cent cavalry, 34 per cent artil- 
lery, 3 per cent engineers, If per ernt 
commissariat and departmental troops 
and 6 per cent Cossacks. These propor- 
tions give but little idea, however, of 
the relative Important-*) of the various 
arms of the service. 
While by no 


means the largest numerically, the 
most conspicuous and effective portion 
of tht! army is the cavalry, together

on her war horses,. Of theso there arc 
•1,000,000 In the empire that have hud 
actual training in the army and that 
can be requisitioned In case of emer- 
Kfeiicy for cavalry duty. It was General 
Rotlslav Kadpjew, the walking war del- 
egate, and agitator of the empire, who 
suid, "As Kngland depends on her gi- 
gantic vessels of war, so Russia de- 
pends upon her horses." 


It is Impossible for the mind to con- 


ceive what a cavalry of 4,000,000 means. 
The American civil war, the most gi- 
gantic struggle known to modern times, 
only Involved 2,800,000 men, yet here is 
one nation prepared 
to throw on a 


single Bide nenrly twice that number 
in cavalry alone. 


And the. horsemen! 
They have no 


otjual in the world, these wild riders 
of Russia. It is probably due to the 
great plains and the vast distances to 
be traversed that the Muscovites nre 
veritably reared In the saddle. Cer- 
tainly there in no other people who so 
love tliR horse, who so cultivate him 
and who have such mastery over him. 
As a, result the Slavic empire lias al- 
most half, of the horses of tho world. 
As another result the men ride like 
cowboys. The horses are all swift, the 
common cab horses being superior to 
the carriage teams of this country and 
even the plow horses being rapid trot- 
ters. 


Of all the Russian horsemen, how- 


ever, the most picturesque, daring and 
the fiercest are the Cossacks. 
While 


there are only about 150.000 of these in 
the army, they art* by far thu best 
known of all (he soldiery of the czar. 
It is said that every Cossack can ride 
standing like a circus athlete. He can 
fight in almost any pose from the bark 
of his mount or at almost any r^peed. 
Like Tennyson's eagle, he strikes as 
the thunderbolt and is away.

was easily Die feature of the entire • 
show. Is the work of Colonel Renard, 
who is well known in French automo- 
bile circles an an inventor and motor j 
enthusiast. Tho machine is the result 
of years of patient thought and effort 
and has several features 
which are 


noteworthy. The first of these is that 
it runs without rails. It In thus adapt- 
ed lo any sort of road that. Is praetiea- 
blo for ordinary automobiles. This In 
itself constitutes a revolution In pre- 
vious ir.L'thods. the only prior automo- 
bile trains over contrived having been 
contlned to the rail system. 


Even more noteworthy than the ab- 


sence of rails, however, is a wonderful 
coupling device that enables the engi- 
neer to make every car turn a curve on 
the samo arc as that described by the 
locomotive. It \\ill be readily seen that 
without .some such contrivance the use 
of a train without rails would bo im- 
possible on account of tho tendency of 
every successive car to draw nearer to 
tho center of the curve, thus preventing 
anything approaching a short turn be.-" 
iiiK made, in a narrow or crowded thor- 
om;hfaro.

• BERLIN'. Jan. IS.—Further advices 
from German southwest Africa say the 
Hereros are murdering; 
settlers and 


burning homesteads over wide areas.

Chancellor von Ruelow submitted to 
Kmperor "William yesterday the

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BLONDIN'S STORY 


Convicted Murderer Says He 


Killed His Wife 


J. WILFRID BI/JXDIX. 


He Confessed That He Strangled 


Her—Denies That the Murder 
Was Committed in Boston- 
Statement Made by Blondin's 
Counsel 


Blondln has mado a confession. 
•The man who murdered his wife, Mar- 
garet BlonOin, and Is serving a life sen- 
tence In tho state prison, has written to 
the state police' that he atranglwl his 
wife while the two were walking along 
the road near where the body of Mrs. 
Blondin was found. 


He says that the murder was rot com- 


mitted In Boston, as the proapcsitfon con- 
tended, and ffives the details of the crime 
(totalling hia movements and those of his 
wife from the time they left Host on un- 
til, as he says, the murder waa committed 
In ChclmsCord. 


HOPE FOR PARDON* GONE. 


The confession of J. Wilfrid Blon- 


din, 
who is serving a life' sentence in 


the state prison in Charlestowu for the 
murder of his wife, Margaret, in 
the 


spring of 1901, was 
made without 


the consent of his counsel, John H. 
Morrison and James F. Owen of this 
city. 
In an interview last night Mr. 


Morrison 
made the 
following state- 


ment: 


"Before his trial Blondin informed 


me that ho had killed his wife. 
In 


conversation with him I told him that 
as his counsel I had a right to l;no\v 
nil the facts, and he accordingly spt 
forth all the details of the 
murder. 


He said that he had trouble with his 
wife 
over money matters, with the 


result thnt after coming from Boston 
to this city they proceeded to Chelms- 
ford. where ho killed her by strangling. 


"Jealousy did not enter Into the 


crime. 
Blondin hnd no reason to be 


jealous, from what we were able 
t:> 
learn. 
It 
was purely 
trouble over 


money matters that led to the woman's 
death. 


"By his confession Blondin has in oil 


probability removed all hope of .1 PFI- 
don, 
for had he remained silent th-^ *v!o- 


ment 
of doubt that 
surroundc-i the 


case might in the course of time have 
been brought 
up In petition for his 


freedom." 


BLONDIN'S CONFESSION. 


"The 
district attorney of 
Suffolk 


county." Blondin Is said to have stated, 
"was away oft in his idea of where 
the crime was committed. It waa not 
done at 43 Green street. The Idea that 
there was a trunk used to carry the 
body of Mrs. Blondln to ChclmPford is 
silly. Nothing of thft sort was done. 
There was no trunk in the cnse at nil. 


"The Gtatc detectives had 
a 
good 


long search for 
nothing while they 


were searching for any 
trunk 
that 


might have been used to transport the 
body. There wasn't nny such trunk. 


"I left Boston on the 
afternoon 
of 


April 27 to go to I.owell. Mrs. Blon- 
din was with me. I had in mind to, go 
to Montreitl, where I had a chance to 
go to work on a steamer as engineer. 
Mrs. Blondln did not want to go to 
Canada. But she said she had some 
money In the bank at Lowell and I 
proposed that we go to Lowell and 
draw It out. 
It would be needed for 


expenses. 


"So we left the house at 43 Green 


street, Boston, about 4 o'clock. 
I do 


not know whether anyone saw us leave 
the house or not. 
B~ut we went out to- 


gether and boarded the electric cars 
to Ix>well. It was on Saturday after- 
noon and wo knew that we could get 
to Lowell before the banks closed. On 
Saturdays the banks are open in the 
evening, as they are In 
most 
mill 


towns. 
"Mrs. Blondin had her 
bank book 


with her. 
When we got to the bank 


she went in nnd I waited on the oppo- 
site Mile of the street for her to draw 
her money and come out. I watched 
her through the window, nnd it seemed , 
to me as If she was not trying to get! 
neay the teller's window to 
get 
the j 


money. Indeed, I grew suspicious. I 
thought she wna trying to deceive me. 


"TVhen she came out I met her and 


we talked It all over again about going 
to Canada, where I could get a job on 
the steamboat. Pho refused, 
as 
she 


hnd done before. Then I told her what 
T hnd frequently said to 
her 
before, 


thnt I had a rich uncle over In Chelms- 
ford. and proposed that ve go over to 
Pee him. Phe bad worked in the mills 
nt Chelmsford before T married 
her. 


Sbo consented to tro. On the way over 
wo tnlkfd'our plnns over some more. 
We went In the electrics from Lowell 
to ChPlmpford. 


SAYS HE STRANGLED HER. 


"It was "agreed that I should go to 


Montreal and take the position on the 
steamer for a while. 
She wns to go 


to my uncle's house and stay there. 
She wns to get her old position as a 
weaver In the mills nnd wait until It 
was' decided what we should do. My 
wife had. ngroed to all this. She did 
not know thnt T lied to her about my 
rich 
uncle. She 
apparently believed 


what I hnd to say. 
"When we got to tho end of the elec- 


tric car line we got off. I told my wife 
we would hpve tn walk some way. So 
we stnrted out. The electric line ends 
near the house of Mr. Osterhaut. for 
whom T had once worked ns a farm 
hnnd. Wo passed by this bouse nnd 
then went on (be Sennit?: houpe, which 
is perhaps hnlf a mile further on the 
road to North BHlorlca. 


"There Is .1 barn belonging lo Mr. 


Pchultz on the opposite sidp of the 
mm! from tho honso and lust beyond 
It. Then a llHlp further on we rnme 
to a pnlr of bars. I knew the place 


well, for I had worked there. 
Theac 


bars led np into 
the wood 
rouU on 


which my wife's body 
was afterward 


found. 


"On the way up I 
asked my wife 


about the money she had drawn from 
the bank. I got but little satisfaction 
from her. 
Then, when we got opposite 


the bars, we had a quarrel. I took her 
by the throat and before I knew It she 
was dead. I picked up the body nnd 
carried It through lhi> bars under my 
arm. I dragged it to the spot on Uie 
wood road near the wood pile, where 
I cut off the head nnd cavered the 
trunk with the bougba of trees. There 
I left It, and carrying (he bend back 
wrapped in some of 
the 
clothing, I 


threw It into the broolt.*' 


NO TRUNK WAS ITKETX 


This woe Blondin's story ns It hns 
reached the state police. The police 
found out after 
the discovery of the 


body what Blondin did not know, thnt 
his wife had no money in the bank on 
the day he accompanied her to Lowell, 
and thnt more than a week before nho 
had been to Lowell and drawn out her 
balance of $62. The police claimed as 
one of the motives for the murder that 
Blondin had mnrrlort the woman to get 
possession of her bank 
account, the 
exact amount of which wns unknown 
to him. He had been married to her 
only throe months when be murdered 
her. 


The sensational part of this state- 


ment of Blondin's Is that the murder 
was committed in a place over which 
the authorities. of Suffolk county, by 
whom he was convicted, had absolute- 
ly no jurisdiction. They proceeded on 
the theory thnt Mrs. Blondin waa kill- 
ed at 43 Green street, Boston. 


John H. Morrison 
and 
James 
F. 


Owens, Blondin's counsel nt the trial, 
contended 
tbnt the »womnn could not 


have been murdered In Boston and her 
body transported to Lowell In a trunk, 
without detection. 


One of their strongest contentions 


was that If the body had remained In 
the house at 43 Green street for several 
days after the murder', and wns not 
removed until the Tuesday following 
the Saturday on which Mrs. Blondln 
was last seen alive by Mrs. Hnnnegan, 
the pioprletor of the lodging house, os 
the government alleged, there would 
have been some 
Indications 
In 
the 


meantime that would have convinced 
the occupants of the house that there 
was« a dead body there. 


The medical experts for the govern- 


ment met this contention with the dec- 
laration that In cool 
weather 
there 


would probably have been 
no odor 


from a body confined In a trunk. The 
police of Boston and also the state de- 
tflctives had the testimony of an ex- 
pressman who moved a trunk from the 
house to the north stntion 
on the 


Tuesday referred to. He 
could 
not 


recognize Blondln as the man 
from 


whose room he took it. 


This trunk was long suspected as the 


one used to carry the body from Green 
street to Chelmsford. But the 
most 


careful Investigation 
on the part of I 


the police and state detectives failed! 
to discover "what had become of the 
trunJ: after It was placed on the plat- 
form at the north stntion. 


A trunk that was supposed to be the 


one was sent to Islington, nnd It wnH 
followed there. But what became of It 
after its arrival it was Impossible to 
discover. The station agent did not 
recall it. Thereupon the theory wns 
evolved by the eleuthn that it had been 
carried by team from Lexington to 
Chelrnsford, 
and 
several 
witnesses 


were produced who testified that they 
had seen a wagon on the road at dif- 
ferent polntH. the testimony not seem- 
ing to conllict with the theory of the 
police or the prosecuting attorneys.

The Immense War Engine Controlled by the Czar 


HE outcome of a war 


between Russia nnu 
Japan lias long been 
a matter of Interest 
to students of the sit- 
uation in the far east. 
That such a struggle 
would come sooner or 
later has been 
pre- 


dicted for many years. On Ha result 
would depend i.iol only the future of the 
countries 
immediately involved, but 


also that of China and most of Asia 
contiguous thereto. 
By the peculiar 


terms of the alliance between Russia 
and France and the similar provisions 
In the agreement of Japan with Great 
Britain the probable involving1 of these 
two nations in the struggle has also 
been discussed. Such a coate?.t there- 
fore is' not the simple matter that Would 
al flrot appear, as, Us outcome would 
almost certainly affect the destinies of 
the chief nations both of Asia and Eu- 
rope. 


In a discussion of the possible result 


of such a contest a consideration of 
the national character of the two peo- 
ples most Immediately concerned is in- 
teresting. On the one hand, the Japa- 
nese are progressive, frank and open, 
partaking more of the characteristics 
of a western-nation than of the very 
extreme of the orient which geograph- 
ically they occupy. 


Set over against this lack of conceal- 


ment on the part of the Jiip Is the air 
of secrecy that surrounds all things 
In the empire of the czar. 


Hussia is the mystery of Europe, the 


unknown quantity in the world equa- 
tion. Peculiar in her language, gov- 
ernment, her religion, ^her literature, 
even in the very structure of her so- 
ciety, she stands apart from the rest of 
the world, not of it, and yet to a great 
extent controlling., its destinies. 
Un- 


conquered in a physical way, the spirit 
of her institutions is uncomprehended. 
Her diplomats are trained in the art 
of concealing her hand even more than 
are most diplomats. Jt is her apparent 
policy never to announce nny part of 
her programme until it is accomplish- 
ed. She is thus a constant enigma to 
the remainder of the European powers. 
This veil of mystery extends over her 
military affairs. A3 a result her army, 
while the largest in the world, la the 
least known. Because of the spy sys- 
tem extending to every part of her im- 
mense empire and the close scrutiny of 
the acts of all foreigners it has been 
difficult for outsiders to learn aught of 
her military establishment excepting- 
things of the most general and super- 
ficial character. 


Hussia has the greatest nrmy on 


earth. It consists of over 1,000,000 men 
in times of pence, which may rasily be 
Increased to 4,000,000 in the event of 
war. The magnitude of the czar's mili- 
tary establishment may be realized If 
one considers the fact that the Russian 
army even on a peace footing contains 
more officers alone than the American 
army has of both officers and men. 


It is an anomalous condition that this 


Immense engine of war is the force 
that actually maintains the peace of 
Europe. It is the uncertainty in regard 
to the possible attitude of Russia that 
holds In check other nations. 
Czar 


Nicholas, whatever may be said a& to 
the genuineness of his peace proteata- 
ttons, thus Is unquestionably the In- 
strument through which peace is main- 
tained. 


On a peace footing, as at present con- 


stituted, the armies of the czar arc 
made up of about fili per cent infantry. 
12 per cent cavalry, 14 per cent artil- 
lery, 3 per cent engineers, 3 per cent 
commissariat aiid departmental troops 
and C per cent Cossacks. Thewu propor- 
tions give but little idea, however, of 
the relative Importance of the various 
arms of the service. 
While by no 


means the largest numerically, the 
most conspicuous und effective portion 
of the army is the cavalry, together 


during the black horrors of the retreat 
from Moscow.

From one standpoint this habit of 


Implicit obedience makew the Slav tho 
Ideiil Holdlor; but there IB a reverse side 
to the ohleld. Slaves never make Rood 
fighters. An army of them may ho a 
good military machine HO Ions »H led, 
but lot their general be stricken down, 


with the kindred though Irregular body 
of troops known as the Cossacks. 


In fact, Russia places chief reliance 


on her war horses,. Of these there are 
4,000,000 in the empire that have had 
actual training in the army and that 
can be requisitioned In case of emer- 
gency for cavalry duty. H was General 
Rotislttv Nadejew, the walking war del- 
egate and agitator of the empire, who 
said, "As England depends on her gi- 
gantic vessels of war, so Russia de- 
pends upon her horses." 


It Is Impossible for the mind to con- 


ceive what a cavalry of 4,000,000 means. 
The American civil war, the most gi- 
gantic struggle known to modern timed, 
only involved 2,800,000 men, yet here Is 
one nation prepared to throw on a 
single side nearly twice that number 
in cavalry alone. 


And the horsemen! 
They have no 


equal in the world, these wild riders 
of Russia. It IB probably due to the 
great plains and the vast distances to 
be traversed that the Muscovites are 
veritably reared in the saddle. 
Cer- 


tainly there Is no other people who so 
love the horse, who so cultivate him 
and who have such mastery over him. 
As a result the Slavic empire has al- 
most half of the horses of the world. 
As another result the men ride like 
cowboys. The horses are all swift, the 
common cab horses being BUperior to 
the carriage teams of this country and 
even the plow horses being: rapid trot- 
ters. 


Of all the Russian horsemen, how- 


ever, the most picturesque, daring and 
the fiercest are th2 Cossacks. 
"While 


there are only about 150,000 of these In 
the army, they are by far the best 
known of all the soldiery of the czar. 
It is said that every Cossack can ride 
standing like a circus athlete. He can 
fight in almost any pose from the back 
of his mount or at almost any speed. 
Like Tennyson's eagle, he strikes as 
the thunderbolt and is away. It was 
the Cossack that so harried the starv- 
ing and freezing army o£ Napoleon

has its recruiting board and makes up 
its quota for the various arms of the 
service. 


Exemptions from entering the army 


are many and various. These are, first, | 


About 7 per cent of the male popula- 
tion of each district IH thus taken each 
year. Thin IH not the holiday affair It 
proves to be with our own national 
guard, but is rather werious business. 
The men are conscripted, and a wooden 
lock Is placed on the leg of each. Amid 
the lamentations.of relatives, the con- 
scripts are loaded Into wagons and 
taken to the nearest recruiting station. 
Arriving there, each man first passes 
Into the hands of the doctor, thence to 
the military barber. If successful In

„ Those who are accepted are the truly 
unfortunate. The soldier in the rnnltn 
receives only about $4 per year. Is 
RoniPtimeH whipped to death, must give 
unquestioning obedience and IH inured 
to a life of privations and hardships 
such us are known in scarcely any oth- 
er army In the world. This, however, 
IB not felt BO much by tho Slav us It 
would by other races, for he has been 
used to thcne things from MB youth 
up. The muHs of the soldiery Is com- 
posed of the peasant, or former uerf, 
class, tho members of which are illiter- 
ate, unaspiring, stolid, slavish, but 
withal hardy, courageous and singular- 
ly devoted., In fact, no nation on earth 
lias (.he solidarity that marks Russia. 
With all Its divergent elements, It Is 
still the most completely knit together 
of any empire now In existence. Tho 
Muscovite is taught the submergence 


ami the men, having no self reliance, 
become a Icnderlcus mob, enslly stam- 
peded and bewildered into absolute stu- 
pidity. 


Stealing in RO common In tho Rus- 


sian army that It goes unpunished for 
the mofit part, tho officers themselves 
frequently nhnrluK In the spoilt). Next 
to this petty thievery—In fact, depend- 
ent upon It—the great, vlcu of tho Mus- 
covite soldier Is vodka, a form of rye 
whlnky of the chain lightning variety. 
ICnster, Christmas und nil religious and 
other holidays are celebrated by pro- 
longed debauched. Hut the drinking Is 
by no means limited to these days. It 
IH indulged In on far slighter provoca- 
tions or even without provocation at 
all unless the hard and unattractive life 
may be regarded as a soil of perpetual 
provocation, 


A long line of soldiers will Invade a 


drlnkliiff place, and tho first man will 
appropriate a mug, pitcher or anything 


,'lne that he can match without being 
obnervcd. This he conceals In hi* larff* 
sleeves until he can pass It to the next 
nan. In this fashion It goes to the end 
of the Mne, thus rendering detection 
well nigh Impossible. These stolen ar- 
.Icles are then sold, and with the pro- 
ceeds more vodka Is bought. Traveler! 
in Russia tmy that the drinking la 
really encouraged by the agents of tho 
czar. One of these, a member of the 
famous secret service, will mingle with 
a gang of the men and In a loud voice 
call out: "Jjet's drink, comrades!

If one learns to

Wagner by :t llerlln orchestra. Sing- 
ing, however, is tho popular form of 
diversion In tho Muscovite camp. 
In 


turn It enlivens the long march across 
the snow swept plains or becomes a 
thing to ntlr men into deeds of daring 
on the Held of battle. These BOIIRB are 
really Indescribable, Sung with a pe- 
culiar monotonous intonation, some- 
times even accompanied by sobllke 
tones, when, suddenly bursting fortU 
from the throats of an entire "singing 
brigade." tho effect 1« weird and often 
thrilling beyond power of description. 


The diet of the Muscovite In tho field 


IB us simple an his amusements. It la 
largely vegetarian. Cabbogo soup, po- 
laloeH, pens, beans, macaroni and va- 
rious kiiuln of porridges are the staple 
foods. These, with the block rye bread 
and occasionally n small amuunt of 
meat, make up the army fure. 
Yet, 


like the Roman no Id lor, who also lived 
on a vegetable diet, these men can en- 
duro hardships such UH tho ordinary 
civilian can scarcely conceive. 
The 


"moving kitchen" In one feature of the 
Russian camp that is unique and that 
Is being copied by other European ar- 
mies. It is what Its name Implies, a, 
veritable kitchen on wheels that ac- 
companies the army on till its marches, 
us indlnpennaljle as Its camp equipages, 
Us artillery and Its ammunition—In 
fa.ct, it supplies the ammunition for 
the human war machines, furnishing 
dynamic force that whon released In 
time of battle In hurled against the 
enemy with terrlllo effect, 


Russia has never been defeated, It 


the rather Inuonclusive Crimean war be 
oxceptcd. Steadily. rcHlutlessly, she has 
spread her domains over Finland, over 
Poland, over Turkey, over Manchuria. 
Idvon tho matchless genius of a Napo- 
leon was unequal to the task of pene- 
trating- this human mftss. No nation of 
either nnclcnt or modern times has ever 
been so unified, so organic. No great 
niitlon Is HO far north, and the north al- 
ways conquers the south, In the event 
of a world war who can tell the part 
that these immense and unconquered 
armies of tho czar may play?

The Automobile Train as the Successor to the Railway 


I T the recent automobile! 


show In Paris was ex- 
hibited a new type of 
automobile truin that 
it takes no very great 
stretch of Imagination 
to believe may mark 
a new departure in 


transportation. 
This exhibit, which 


WAS easily the fer.Uire of the entire 
shciy, is the work of Colonel Renard. 
who Is well known In l-'rench automo- 
bile circles !»3 an invenior and motor 
enthusiast. The machine is the result; 
ot year* of patient thought nnd effort 
&n1 has several features which urn 
noteworthy. The flrut of these Is that 
it runs without rails. It is thus adapt- 
ed ID any sort of rond tho.t is practica- 
ble for ordinary automobiles. This in 
llRelf constitute* a revolution In pre- 
vious methods, the only prior automo- 
bile trains ever contrived having been 
confined to the rail system. 


Even more noteworthy than the ab- 


sence of mils, however, is n. wonderful 
coupling device; that enables the engi- 
neer to make every car turn a curve on 
thu same arr; as that described by the 
locomotive, U will be re;ulily soon that 
•without some such contrivance the use 
of a train without rails would be Im- 
possible on account of the tendency of 
every successive car to draw nearer to 
the renter of the curve., thus preventing 
anything approaching a1 short turn be- 
ing made In a narrow or crowded thor- 
oughfnre. Withal this coupling is very 
simple and easily made, which, consid- 
ering the third feature of Colonel Re- 
nard's invention, makes his achieve- 
ment the more remarkable. Thla third 
feature, also connected with the coup- 
ling device, Is a contrivance by means 
of which the locomotive turns two 
wheels on oach of the cars of the train. 
A jointed revolving shaft passes along 
underneath tho axles, transmitting tlie 
power to the successive vehicles. This 
shaft Is jointed and unjolnfed with the 
same facility na the coupling, thus ren- 
dering the milking np of the train no 
moro difficult thnn joining the cars nnd 
connecting the air brakes of the trains 
on an ordinary railway. 
• 


Those new motor trnlns nro made for 


the handling of both paHsenger and 
freljtht traffic. 
Tho paHHentfer model, 


with two earn nnd a vim for baggage, 
attains nn average speed of about 
twenty-two mllon »n hour, while n mix- 
ed train of twelve cars, mostly freight, 
mnkos twelve mtlos. It Is thought that 
tho motor train will provo especially 
nrinptod to 1ho Jiuullnp of market prod- 
ure, and It no It will solve a long 
RtnnilliiK problem. 
Tho weight of tho 


train in comparatively Hunt, one made 
up of n dozen oars bring only about ten 
tons. The expense of manufanture ot 


the motor cnr will not be any greater 
than that of ordinnry automobiles of 
similar H!KC nnd conMrm:Uon, while tho 
other cars cont .still ICKK. 


The fact that this train constituted 


the chief feniure of the annual exhibi- 
tion of the groat automobile nation of 
the world—for such Krance baa become 
—given some idea of thu Interest it has 
aroused in motor eiivies. 
J.Uit it does 


not requlrn nn export to realize tho vast 
possibilities of the now departure. Who 
IIOH not dreamed of the day when tho 
common rouds noroK.s country would 
become groat national highways teem- 
ing with tho trafllo of tho moro popu- 
lous continents that ore to bo? Who 
linn not plrluroil the ft wl ft or though 
lighter vehicles nnd trnlns that would 
fly along these thoroughly mnrnilpm- 
Isted and perfected roads?

If a speed of twenty-two 


miles can be achieved with a first In- 
vention why may not later develop- 
ments and improvements bring this 
speed up to that of the locomotive or 
even to that of the yet more rapid sin- 
gle automobile? 


When the marvelous strides made In 


this department of modern machinery 
are considered no prophecy that could be 
made for the future of the motor train, 
however improbable on its faco, would 
soom Impossible of fulfillment. Thin ap- 
peals to one with all the more force 
when it IH considered that the real de- 
velopment of the automobile began 
only seven or eight years OKO. It Is 
true that some attempts toward steam 
road vehicles were mtule as long ago 
as 1824, but tliofio were soon abandoned, 
and the mutter was allowed to .slumber 
for seventy years. 
The leaps and 


bounds by which the automobile has 
gone forward since 18fl4, the year that 
saw the beginning of Its modern devel- 
opment, are almost beyond comprehen- 
sion. 


The beginnings of the automobile 


train arc- of still morn recent dale, Koltig 
back but little over a year. There are 
only two attemptH In this lino that met 
with sufficient success to be worthy of 
mention. Both of these trains ran on 
rails, and both, by tins way. were in- 
vented in Varls. Ono was the work of 
M. Serpollct nnd was operated on the 
road of the Mediterranean company. 
With a clear track. It was said that this 
train could make ninety-three miles an 
hour and seventy-five even on nn up 
grade.
